Frank B. Kellogg as Ambassador 
to London, when Kellogg becomes 
Secretary of State, March 4. No 
announcement of a selection is ex- 
pected immediately, however, and 
it still is possible that the choice 
may fall somewhere else. 

Officials would not discuss the 
considerations which are delaying 
an announcement regarding 
Houghton. Cable inquiries regard- 
ing his availability for the London 
post have been exchanged between 
Washington and the Embassy in 
Berlin, and early today word was 
received here that the transfer 
would bé satisfactory to Houghton. 

Foreign Policies Unmodified. 

The statement was authorized to- 
day at the White House that there 
is no substance tg reports that the 
change in the secretaries would 
lead to any modification of the

his resignation. 

Houghton has attended many of 
the conferences in European capi- 
tals made necessary in the work of 
rehabilitation and has first-hand 
knowledge of almost every problem 
in which this country has an in- 
terest. 

He is 61 years old and was born 
{n Cambridge, Mass. Before en- 
tering Congress Houghton was a 
glass manufacturer at Corning, N. 
Y., and was interested in other in- 
dustries. He attended universities 
in Paris and Berlin. 

Houghton will require Senate 
confirmation for the London pos<¢, 
although there is open to the Pres- 
ident the avenue of a recess an- 
pointment, provided the nomination 
is not made until after March 4, 
when Congress will not be in ses- 
sion. On the other hand, Kellogg is 
expected to come here several 
weeks before Secretary Hughes re- 
tires March 4, to become acquainte:! 
with affairs in the State Depart- 
ment, and for that reason it is prob- 
able the nomination of Houghton 
will go forward before adjournment 
of Congress. 

There has been some talk that 
Ambassador Fletcher, at Rome,

for a pardon stirred Kansas this 
morning—this time involving Carl 
J. Peterson, State Bank Commis- 
sioner and friend and political ad- 
viser of Jonathan M. Davis, who 
retired as Governor yesterday and 
who, with his sofi, ts charged with 
accepting a bribe for the extension 
of executive clemency. Ouster pro- 
ceedings will be instituted immedi- 
ately against Peterson, it was an- 
nounced by Attorney-General C. B. 
Griffith. The -Attorney-General 
yesterday demanded that Peterson 


resign, but Peterson refused. 

The Bank CommfStioner is 
charged in an affidavit sworn to by 
A. L. Oswald, young attorney of 
Hutchinson, Kan., with having 
asked $4000 for a parole for Wal- 


banker, and with later agreeing to 
accept $2500 for a pardon. The 
affidavit brings former Gév. Davis 
into’ the casé as the one who Aook 
Oswald to Peterson when Oswald, 
as an attorney, was seeking clem- 
ency for Grundy. 

At the meeting with Davis, the 
affidavit states, the Governor first 
told Oswald there was “absolute- 
4y no chance in the world” for fa- 
vorable action in the Grundy case. 
The affidavit continues: 

“fT then said, ‘Well, then I sup- 
pose the only way open to Grundy 
is the Peterson route.”’ 


Governor Introduces Him. 
“At this point the Governor, 
whose manner had been 
brusque and crusty, immediately 


changed. He arose, took me ‘by 
the arm and led me {to Peterson's 
office, giving a knock; Peterson 
drew the curtain aside, saw it was 
the Governor and admitted us. 

“‘Thig is Oswald,’ the Governor 
said to Peterson, and thereupon 
left.”
